These profiles describe the implementation of 
alternatives to a traditional high school diploma for programs based 
on demonstrated competencies or life skill experiences. Over luO 
profiles are provided. The information is designed to assist adult 
educators, administrators, teachers, and students to identify various 
approaches for serving adults who do not have a high school diploma. 
A glossary appears Jirst. The profiles are arranged by states, which 
appear in alphabetical order. Each profile contains the following 
information: program title, contact person with address and telephone 
number, program requirements, characteristics, assessment, 
certification, and program outcomes. The newest alternatives included 
here are competency-based adult high school diploma programs and 
external high school diploma progr-ms. Appendixes include information 
on the Adult Performance Level Project and New York State External 
Hioh School Diplima Program, as well as the names, addresses, and

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INTRODUCTION 
Profiles of Alternative Adult Diploma Programs 



The United States Department of Education is authorized under the 
•Adult: Education Act/ P.l. 91-230 , as amended, to provide funds to 
the States and outlying areas for educational programs and support 
services benefiting all segments of the eligible adult population. 
It is the purpose of. the Act to encourage the establishment of 
programs of adult education that will enable adults 16 years- old 
and older to 1) enable all adults to acquire basic literacy 
skills necessary to function in society, 2) enable adults who so 
desire to continue their education to at least _ the level of 
completion of secondary school, and 3) make available to adults the 
means to secure training that will enable them to become more 
employable, productive and responsible citizens. 

The profiles described are designed to assist ad^Lt educator's,' 
administrators, teachers, and ■ ^student s to ' identify Various- 
approaches for serving adults wno do not have a high school 
diploma. The information provided is field based and describes the 
implementation of alternatives to a traditional high school diploma 
for programs based on demonstrated competencies, or life skill 
ex per iences . •• - 

Many adults need a high school diploma for a variety of social., 
economic, or psychological reasdns. According to the Census 
Bureau, over 10 million person between the ages of 16 and 34 are 
._0«iot in school, and do not have a high school diplc-a. 

Traditionally, alternative adult diploma programs represented three 
choices: "1) community college programs, 2) evening high school 
programs, . and 3) the General Educational Development (GED) 
equivalency program. Today, the newest alternative to the more 
traditional approaches are the .Compe tency-Bnsed Adu 1 t • High School 
Diploma Programs and the External High School Diploma Program, 

Competency-Based Adult High School Mploma Program (CBAHSD) is an 
adult secondary education program in which demonstrated competency 
is the basis for granting a diploma. External diploma programs -are 
competency-based' high school diploma programs that credentials 
adults who demonstrate generalized life skill competencies in 
communication, computation, self-awareness, social awareness, 
consumer awareness, scientific awareness aftd occupational 
preparedness and an individualized competency in one of the 
following areas: academic, occupational, or a special talent.
